Turkey will end, no man can predict, 
t'nliko any of the late European wars, 
tho aim on the part of one power U to 
possets tho Empire of the other. 
It 


means a war of extermination, or at 
loast a driving out of the Turkn from 
European soil. 
While the Turks ex- 


hibit a dogged firmne-9 or obstinacy, 
yet it i-j not to bo doubted that Kus 
Ma. if iu alone, i» more than a match 
for them, and by the aid of the di-af- 
fected subjects of the Sultan, can drive 
them fruui all their chief stronghold- 
and entirely destroy their European 
power. 
Tho que^inc! that creates the 


most interest is: 
What will the other 


powers do'.' 
Austiia is interc-tcd in 


the ijuc-tion ot a fouthtrn neighbor. 
and England and France is suspicious 
of the ocuuj ition of Constantinople by 
any other ponor than that of tht "Siok 
Man." 
It is aot at all likely that Rus- 


sia will be permitted to march into the 
Turkish Capital without encountering 
armed resistance from other powers. 
The advantages it wsnld givo her are 
too great for rival nations to consent 
to, and hence, we believe, she will have 
to stop short of her great ambition, or 
else eater upon a war of indefinite du- 
ration and extent. 
Hy astute diplo- 


macy Russia has allayed the opposition 
of European rivals, and has virtually 
left the Turk without even a pretend- 
ed friend. 
Knowing well the fanati- 


cism of tho Mohammedan population, 
they have put forward proposals that 
seemed lair 
to Christian people, but 


which were especially'irritating to the 
bigoted followers of tin- Prophet. 
By 


obtaining t'no adhesion of the Great 
Powers to thc=e proposition.-, and then 
having them rejected by the Turkish 
authorities, ih 7 ha\e made the rest 
of Europe completely neutral in the 
coining eonte-t. 
I1- is not likely that 


any unti .n 
will t h i n k of interfering 


uulc-s tlit ^ti-uggle should proceed to 
a p . i n t where llu-sian growth became 
so great that tho pcuee of Europe was 
endangered. 
In ca.-e interferenc3 ap- 


pears nece=-ary it would only be under- 
taken when tho Czar was flushed with 
victory, und would have an immense 
moral advantage over 3My adver-ary 
that might take the fluid. The winter 
has been prolitably spent by Russia in 
diplomacy and preparation. 
She could 


not put troops into the field, and she 
has, therefore, devoted herself to lim- 
iting the scope of the war that hag all 
along 
,'eeiucd 
inevitable. 
She 
has 


placed herself in such accord with the 
other powers that i-ho is forced only to 
fight tne one enemy, and she will be 
aided by at least half the population of 
European Turkey. 
Nevertheless the 


war will not be .short or bloodless. The 
TI .aisb soleiicr-i are brave and desper 
ate, and as their religion makes tliein 
court death in a war with Chris!iaas 
there can be little doubt that they will 
obstinately dispute every inch of ground 
and light to the death. 


The war will attract the attention of 


the whole wi:r!d. 
Nobody will extend 


much sympathy to th; Turks but all 
will feel the danger of their total de- 
feat, becaa=e of the grave complications 
that will arise in tbjt event.

terest, and in fact, to the interest of al
